Every Time the Citizens 
Try to Do Something the 
^Bureaucrats Begin Attack 


Here's the latest in the fight to abolish the office 


of Hempstead County. School Supervisor: 


ITEM ONE: 
Supervisor Elmer Brown is personally 


going around the county telling citizens that if his 
office is abolished then all the local school districts 
of the county will be consolidated with Hope. 


As usual, Mr. Brown is inflating his personally- 


held office far beyond its true importance. He knows 
•as well as you do that you can't consolidate school 


districts without a specific vole of the people. 


And what we are voting on next Dec. 5 is not 


school district consolidation. All we are voting on 
is another post for the County Board of Education, 
in on effort to gain contrql of that board and abolish 
Mr. Brown's office. 


ITEM TWO: 
The Star prints both sides of a con- 


troversy. Late Wednesday a communication was 
brought to our office by Milton H. Peebles and 
Francis S. Key, superintendents of the Saratoga and 


^Spring Hill schools, respectively. It was a statement 


justifying the existence of the office of County 
School Supervisor, signed by six rural school superin- 
tendents. You read it on yesterday's front page, in 
the same space and position given our editorials 
attacking the office. Now let's take a second look 
at the superintendents' statement. 


What the superintendents have given you is the 


ancient outline of the County School Supervisor office 
from back yonder when the county had 25 school 


j^districts instead of today's eight — and when the 


rural population of Hempstead county was 26,000 
instead of today's 1 1,000. 


The compilation is merely a copy of the sum 


total of the duties of the various district superin- 
tendents. 


In every other line you read that the County 


School Supervisor "keeps records" — of monies, of 
school teachers' certificates, etc. 


But he handles practically none of that money, 


and no teacher certificates at all.

The County School Supervisor is a secondhand 


cooler of records other men and other offices have 
made. And the expense of maintaining this Copy-Cat 
office is $10,472.64 a year according to the current 
(1961-62) budget — all out of public school funds 
. : .-and for a political, not an educational, purpose.

ITEM THREE: Yesterday your Editor checked the 


courthouse records and came up with this interesting 
fact: 


; .AH last year County School Supervisor Elmer 


Brown worked half a day teaching mathematics and 
'algebra at Spring Hill High School and was paid 
therefor $150 a month for nine months. 


If he earned his Spring Hill pay he certainly 


didn't earn more than half a day's pay as County 


f School Supervisor. But it's that kind of an office. 


I fit can get by with the Supervisor absent half the 
time/we can qet by without any office at all. 


ITEM FOUR: 
After the filing deadline had 


:lpsed you were treated to some football razzle-dazzle 
in yesterday's news-story about the county-wide post 
for the County Board of Education. 


Milton Peebles, whose term as board member is 


expiring, failed to file for re-election; but Dr. Forney 
Holt of Hope filed instead. 


The football term is: Lateral pass — Peebles to 


* Elmer Brown to Dr. Holt. 


But the man committed to abolition of the County 


School Supervisor is Herbert M. Stephens of Blevins, 
whom Dr. Holt will oppose. We urge you to support 
and vote for Mr. Stephens for the County Board of 
Education post next Dec. 5. 


The Star has gone to great lengths in this cam- 


paign to support fairly the principle of county-wide 
representation. "Hope already has a member on the 
County 
Board of 
Education — Ralph Lehman, 


'4) elected in 1959 on a platform to abolish the County 


School Supervisor office. Therefore we felt it only 
fair to nominate today's abolition candidate from 
somewhere out in the county, Mr. Peebles' posl being 
county-at-large. 
And Mr. Stephens, a long-time 


school friend who vigorously supports the Supervisor 
abolition drive, was the logical man to be nominated. 
Hope voters will recognize the injustice of trying to 
grab two posts on the County Board for our town 
while other areas are shut out. 


ITEM FIVE: Your editor has a bad habit of 
* sticking his head out of the cavalry stockade and in-

You are aware that all we are trying to do in this

and defend their authority against bureaucrats when 
election day rolls around Dec. 5.

JFK Says U.S.

SEATTLE. Wash. (AP)— Presi- 
cnt Kennedy says the United 
talcs must be willing to negotiate 
old war issues from a position 
f strength. To preach cither war 
r surrender, he says, docs a dis- 
crvicc to the nation. 
As the Western Allies, including 


Vest Germany, renew efforts to 
inify their stand toward the So- 
icl 
Union, 
Kennedy Thursday 


made clear these views: 


To encourage "appeasement or 
var, suicide or surrender," will 
lividc the nation, create uncer- 
ainty among allies and inspire 
loubt in the Communist block of 
he West's readiness to defend its 
ignis. 
"The United States cannot im- 


iosc its will on others,' 'he said. 
'There cannot be an American 
solution 
for every 
world prob- 


cm." 


The United Stales will never 


icgotiatc merely for the sake of 
negotiation, nor will it ever sub- 
ject freedom to negotiation. But 
so long as vital interests and goals 
arc clear, "we have nothing to 
'car from negotiations at the ap- 
propriate lime and nothing to gain 
jy refusing to play a parl in 
Ihcm." 


Talking oul Easl-Wcsl disputes 


will succeed only if each-side can 
:incl success in Ihc result In ef- 
fect, neither side can expect lolal 
victory. 


Although the French and others 


may see weakness in taking Ihc 
initiative in bargaining with Mos- 
cow, "this nation cannot abdicate 
to its adversaries," the setting 
and conditions of negotiations. 


Kennedy, accused by some of 


failing to marshal public support, 
for Western aims, set forth these 
warnings and objcclives at the 
outset of a western tour. 


Dressed in an academic robe,

death of Sarh Rayburn touched 
off a flood of laudatory messages 
across the nation, but there was 
one saddened place where words 
were few—in the speaker's office, 


In the outer room of the two- 


room suite which Rayburn occu> 
pied longer than any other man, 
members of his staff went about 
their tasks Wordlessly or with the 
low murmurs of the bereaved. 


The silence Thursday was coin 


plete in the inner room, domin* 
ated by an ornate crystal chan- 
delier strangely out of keeping 
with the character of the blunt, 
plain-speaking Texan who labored 
there for 17 years. 


A bolt of black cloth was draped 


over his high-backed leather chair 
after word was received that he 
had died in Texas. A heap of hugh 
yellow chrysanthemums covered 
his glass top desk. For the rest, 
the room was much the same as 
when Rayburn used it. 


Despite his long stay there Ray- 


burn had added little in the way 
of personal touches.

desk,
